V. McKwen, of Jackson, proposes to POVO- 
utionize aeronautiea by using an im- 
uense rockoli for his ascensions instead 
jf tho time-worn balloon. 
Various mod- 


ils have been experimented with, and a 
^reat deal of careful test work dona with 
various materials and different forms of 
tho rocket. At last a model has been 
traduced which has >nado three highly 
mcccssful ascensions, and Mr. McKwen 
ma begun work in Chicago upon tho (iO- 
'oot rocket of aluminum, phosphorus, 
jronzo and other things, which is to carry 
him two 7iiiles iu tho air in fewer seconds 
than mortal man has ever before traversed 
;hat distance on eatth or through tho at- 
nosphero. Prof. McKwen says there- will 
jo no stick to this gigantic cloud piercer, 
nit that otherwise the general form of 
tho ordinary rocket will bo retained. Tho

Twenty years ago, in 1S70, gold and sil- 


ver were coined in tho mints of Colum- 
bia, both being legal tender for all debts, 
and at that time, owing to the scarcity ot 
tiie white metal, silver was at a premium 
ver gold ol about o per cent. 
About IfcSO gold was at a premium, be- 


cause the imports exceeded tho exports. 
Up to ]bS,~> tho government continued to 
coin gold and silver, and at that timo 
gold was at a premium over silver of 
about 2U per cent. 


In I:^s5 congress passed 'a law that 


made paper money a legal tender for all 
debts, the paper to bo payable in gold or 
silver at the option of the governmenut, 
this being an attempt to make silver at 
par with gold. 


This was an impossibility, for at once 


the gold all went out of the country and 
the government was on a silver basis in 
spite of its effort by legislation to keep 
gold and silver at a parity. From that 
time ti this there has been no gold in 
circulation in Columbia. 


The effect of thi? was to raise the pre- 


•iiiuin on gold from 20 per cent in IcSS to 
li'O per cent in IsM.

The New Rector, Rev. Bedford Jones 


Takes Charge of the Church—Ser- 


vices at the Christian Taberna- 


cle and Other Church News. 


Grace mission, tho Episcopal chapel on 


East Eldorado street, was reopened Sun- 
day after having been closed for several 
years. 
The new rector, Kev. \V. Bedford 


Jones, who came hero from New York 
City, is in charge of tho church. Tbo

,vas assisted in conducting tho school by 
S. B. Winholtz. In tho evening there 
was quite a large congregation. 
The 


musical portion of tho service was excel- 
lently rendered by a large choir and the 
rector preached a sermon on tho text 
'rom Hebrews, 'Let us ruu with patience 
ihe race which is sot before ns." Ho 
spofeo of the race mentioned as being one 
to build up character and said that this 
end could only bo attained by persistent 
i?<irts. In order to provo successful in 
heir efforts everything which was apt to 
hinder must be discarded. The speaker 
iouched upon some of the hindrances to 
;ho building up of a Christian character

copal church. It was at first under the 
direction of St. John's churr.h and after 
several years waa made an independent 
church. About ton years ago Rev. De 
Jancey Townsend, now of All Angel's 
church New York City, was rector of tho 
ihapel. It was his first charge and ho 
was ordained a minister in this city. A few 
weeks ago while on his way home after a 
;rip in tho wst Dr. Townscnd visited in 
ibis city. Seeing tho dilapidated condi- 
tion of tho mission ho Interested some of 
the members of St. John's church so tfcat 
with a large contribution mado by him- 
self it was possible to restore tho 6hapel.

mple T.lttle Instrument with 
Which. 


Experiments Can Bo Made. 


With this simple instrument and fine 
and, lycopodium powder, which can 
e bought at any drug store, and some 
x>lored glycerine, anyone who sings 
an make, voice figures and experiment 
n visible sound. 


Sprinkle some sand, which must be1 


me and dry, lightly over the rubber 
lisle. Hold the cidophone so that the 
.urface of the rubber is horizontal and 
sing one note—not too strong—into the 
nouthpiece or tube. The note must 
>e sustained steadily, keeping an un- 
•aried pitch. When the iirst sound vi- 
>rations bombard tlie under side of the 
ubber disk the sand will begin mov- 
ng, coming together in places and 
separating in others. Here and there 
ittlo whirlpools of sand 
will spin 


irouud without moving away from the 
center of agitation, and in other spots 
•wind rings, like the smoke rings puffed 
rom the locomotive stacks, will whirl 
and circle. Sing on with increased 
force, and the sand will form geo- 
metrical figures and keep the shape un- 
til the pitch is changed. 


The same results will follow with 
vcopodium powder, but care must be 
taken not to sing with too much force, 
"or the light powder will jet up in little 
fountains-, and even fly from the rub' 
M?r. Spread colored glycerine in a thin 
sheet over the rubber and sing. The 
surface will form in interesting cor- 
rugations, serpentine scrolls and spir- 
Us and conch-shell figures. Ferns and 
flower shapes will flash into view, and 
sometimes tree shapes with spreading 
branches will appear, depending on the 
pitch of the note. Thin down water 
colors to a watery paste, just thick 
nough not to flow, and spread it over 
the center of the rubber disk. Start 
with n low note and observe the result.

bicycling it will eventually swell your 
foot! It will sw ell the muscles, thicken 
the bones, spread the joints, enlarge the 
cartilaginous tissues, destroy the con- 
tour of your ankle, broaden your heel, 
and—this in strict coiiiidence, madam 
—it will make you wear a bigger shoe. 


The importantqueistion before wheel- 


wornetn to-day is: 
Shall bicycling- he 


abandoned and the diminutivenes of 
the foot preserved, or shall the health 
of the body be preserved, even at the 
expense of the poorfoot ?This,of course. 
Is a matter that each lady must solve 
for her.self. 
It lies entirely between 


her conscience and her foot. 


Here is how the feet are marred. The 


hinge joints between the tibia and fibu- 
la and astragalus is capable of ^ery 
little motion, consequently the effect of 
continuous motion is felt mostly in the 
Brttculations of the small tarsal bones 
end the bones of the inctatar&us. Grad- 
ually the ligaments and muscles unit- 
ing these bones become elongated and 
enlarged, the bones spread slight!y, and 
the result, is an abnormal development 
of instep and ankle.

The ion- 
don of Achilles is brought permanent- 
ly into action, and is greatly btieiifrth- 
ened and enlarged, thereby roimdinp- 
out a normally slim heel, much to itb 
owner's displeasure. 


Each of the small bones of the tar- 


b\is has two or more ligamentous at- 
tachments, and there lire from 17 to £0 
muscles uniting (.he seven bones, of the 
tarsus with the four metatarsal bones 
and the 14 phalanges; consequently, 
v.lien each of these muscles is developed 
(,\er so little beyond the ordinary size 
vt cannot help but make the owner's 
feet considerably out of proportion to 
the rest of the body.—N. Y. Journal. 


Tho Adjuatment of Bearings. 


The ball bearing-s ordinarily used on 


bicycles should be so adjusted that no 
side "play" is perceptible, but not, tight 
enough to "bind." This is in reply to a 
number of readers who have 
asked 


whether the bearing should not be loose 
enough to allow the shaft to move 
fclightly sidewise. In the language of 
a prominent bicycle manufacturer, 
"bearings should be absolutely tight 
and yet perfectly loose." 
Although 


seemingly paradoxical, there is a point, 
and not a very narrow one either, %\ here 
the bearing may run perfectly free, and 


' yet be tight enough so that no "lost 


motion" is apparent.—L. A. W. Bulletin.
